1 Blessed is the man that walk- 
eth not in the counsel of the un- 
godly, nor standeth in the way of 
sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of 
the scornful. 

2 But his delight is in the law of 


the Lorp; and in his law doth he - 


meditate day and night. 

38 And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, 
that bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season; his leaf also shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper. 

4 The ungodly are not so: but 
are like the chaff. which the wind 
driveth away. 

5 Therefore the ungodly shall 
not stand in the judgment, nor sin- 
ners in the congregation of the 
righteous. 

6 For the Lorp knoweth the way 
of the righteous: but the way of 
vhe ungodly shall perish. 


Psalm 51. 


1 Have mercy upon me, O God, 
according to thy lovingkindness:

transgressions. 

2 Wash me thoroughly from 
mine iniquity, and cleanse me 
from my sin. 

3 For I acknowledge my trans- 
gressions:' and my sin is ever be- 
fore me. 

4 Against thee, thee only, have I 
sinned, and done this evil in thy 
sight: that thou mightest be jus- 
tified when thou speakest, and be 
clear when thou judgest. 

5 Behold, I was shapen in in- 
iquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me.

| that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
| lasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son in- 

to the world to condemn the 

| world; but that the world through 
him might be saved. 


Isaiah 53. 


> 4 Who hath believed our report? 
and to whom is the arm of the 
Lorp revealed? 

2 For he shall grow up before 
him as a tender plant, and as a 
root out of a dry ground: he hath 
no form nor comeliness; and when 
we shall see him, there is no beauty 
that we should desire him. 

3 He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: and we hid as 
it were our faces from him; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him 


not. 
4 Surely he hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows: 


yet we did esteem him stricken, 
smitten of God, and aiilicted. 

5 But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. 

6 All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lorp hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, and he was 
afflicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth: he is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep be- 
fore her shearers is dumb, so he 
openeth not his mouth. 

8 He was taken from prison 
and from judgment: and who shall 
declare his generation? for he was 
cut off out of the land of the liv- 
ing: for the transgression of my 
people was he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave with 
the wicked, and with the rich in 
his death; because he had done no 
violence, neither was any deceit in 
his mouth. 

10 Yet it pleased the Lorp to 
bruise him; he hath put him to 
grief: when thou shalt make his 
soul an offering for sin, he shall 
see his seed, he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the Lorp 
shall prosper in his hand. 

11 He shall see of the travail of 
his soul, and shall be satisfied: by 
his knowledge shall my righteous 
servant justify many; for he shall 
bear their iniquities. 

12 Therefore will I divide him a 
portion with the great, and he 
shall divide the spoil with the 
strong; because he hath poured 
out his soul unto death: and he 
was numbered with the transgres- 
sors; and he bare the sin of many, 
and made intercession for the 
transgressors. 


1 John 5. 


1 Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is born of God: 
and every one that loveth him that 
begat loveth him also that is be- 
gotten of him. 

2 By this we know that we love 
the children of God, when we love 
God, and keep his commandments.
